: The now policy has swept every re- 
striction aside. Vessels of every kind, 
whatever their flag, their character, 
their cargo, their destination, their er- 
rand, have been ruthlessly sent to the 
bottom without warning nnd without 
thought of help or mercy for those on 
'board, the vessel of friendly neutrals 
along with those of belligerents. Even 
hospital ships nnd ships carrying re- 
lief to the sorely bereaved and strick- 
en people of Belgium, though the lat- 
ter were'provided with safe-conduct 
through the proscribed areas by the 
<3erman *govornment Itself, nnd were 
distinguished by unmistakable marks 
of identity, have been sunk with the 
same reckless lack of compassion or 
principle. 


I was for n little while unable to 


believe that such things would In fact 
bo done by any government that had 
hitherto subscribed to the humane 
practices of civilized nations. Interna- 
tional law had Its 9rlgln In the at- 
tempt to set up some law, which 
w<>uld be respected nnd observed upon 
the seas, where no nation hnd right of 
dominion nnd where 'lay the free high- 
wnys of the world. 


By painful stage after stage has that 


law been built up with meager enough 
results; Indeed, after all was accom- 
plished that could be accomplished, 
but always with a clear view, at least, 
of what the heart and conscience of 
mankind demanded. 


Scruples Thrown to Wind. 


This •'minimum of right the Gorman 


government has swept aside under the 
plea of retaliation nnd necessity, nnd 


because it had no weapons which it 
could use at sea, except these, which 
it Is impossible to"employ as it is em- 
ploying them without throwing to the 
winds nil scruples of humanity or of 
respect for the understandings that 
were supposed to •underlie the inter- 
course of the world.

I nm not thinking of tho loss of 


property Involved, Immense and seri- 
ous' ns that is, but only of the wanton 
and wholesale destruction of the lives 
of noncomba'tnnts, men, women nnd 
children, engaged in pursuits which 
have always, even In tho darkest pe- 
riods of modern history, been deemed 
innocent and legitimate. Property can 
bo paid for; tho'lives of peaceful and 
innocent people cannot be. 


Tho present 
German submarine 


warfare against commerce is a war- 
fare against mankind. It is n war 
against all nations. 
American ships 


have been sunk, American lives taken, 
in ways -which it has stirred, us deeply 
to learn of, but tho ships and people 
of other neutral and friendly .nations 
have been sunk and overwhelmed In 
tho waters Ifi tho same way. There 
has been no discrimination. The chal- 
lenge Is to all mankind. Each nation 
must decide frfr itself how It will meet 
it. 


The choice wo make for ourselves 


must be made with n moderation of 
counsel and a temperance of judgment 
befitting our character nnd our mo- 
tives as n nation. We must put ex- 
cited feeling away. 
Our move will not 


be revenge or tho victorious asser- 
tion of the physical might of the na- 
tion, but only tho vindication of right, 
of human right, of which we are ouly 
a single champion. 


"Could Never Be Friend." 


One of the things that has served 


to convince mo that the Prussian au- 
tocracy was not and could never be 
our friend »s that from the very out- 
set of the present war it has filled our 
unsuspecting communities nnd even 
our offices of government with spies 
and set criminal intrigues everywhere 
afoot against our national unity of 
counsel, our peace within and without, 
our industries and our commerce. 


Indeed it -\s now evident that Its 


spies were here even before the war 
began, and it Is unhappily not a mat- 
ter of conjecture, but a fact proved 
In our courts of'Justice, that the In- 
trigues which have more than once 
come perilously near to disturbing the 
peace nnd dislocating the Industries 
of the country have been carried on 
at the instigation, with1 the -special, 
and even under the personal direction 
of official agents of the Imperial gov- 
ernment accredited to the government 
of the United States. 


Even in checking, these things and 


trying to extirpate them we have 
sought to put the most generous in- 
terpretation possible upon them; be- 
cause we knew that their source lay 
not In any hostile feeling or purpose 
of the German people toward us (who 
were no doubt ns Ignorant of them 
as we ourselves were), but only. In 
the selfish designs of a government 
that did what it pleased and told its 
people nothing. 


Makes Purpose Clear. / 


"While wo, do these things, these 


deeply momentous .things, lot us be 
very clear and makewery clear to all 
the world what our motives and our 
objects arc. My own thought has not 
been driven from Its habitual and nor- 
mal course by the unhappy events of 
the last two months; and I do not«be 
Hove that tho thought, of the nation 
has been altered or clouded by them. 


"I have exactly the same tulips In 


mind now that I had In mind when I 
addressed the senate on the 22cl of 
January last; the same that I had-In 
mfnd when I addressed the congress 
on the 3d of February and on the 2Gth 
of February. Our object now, as then, 
is to vindicate the principles of ponce 
and the justice In the llfo of the, world 
as against selfish and autocrntlc^pow- 
er and to set up'among tho really free 
and self-governed peoples of the world 
such a concert of purpose and of ac 
tion ns will henceforth Insure tho ob- 
servance of those principles. 


Neutrality Not Feasible. 


Neutrality Is no longer feasible or 


desirable where the peace of the'world 
Is Involved and tho freedom of its 
peoples, nnd the menace to that peace 
and freedom lies In the existence of au- 
tocratic governments backed by organ-' 
l/ed force which is controlled wholly 
by their will, not by the will of their' 
people. We have seen the last of ney- 
trallty In such circumstances. 


Wo are at the beginning of an rige 


in which it will be insisted -that the 


same standards of. conduct and of re- 
sponsibility for wrong done shall be ob- 
served among nations and their •gov- 
ernments that are observed among .the 
Individual' citizens of civilized.states. 


No Quarrel With People. 


We have no quarrel with the Gorman 


people.. Wo have no feeling toward 
them but one of sympathy and friend- 
ship. It was not upon: their impulse 
that their government acted in enter- 
Ing this war. It was not with their 
previous knowledge or approval, 
, 


It was war determined upon as wars 


used, to be determined on .in the old, 
unhappy days1 when peoples wero no- 
.where consulted by their, rulers and 
wars were provoked and waged in the 
nterest of dynasties or.of little groups 
of-"ambitious men who were accustomed. 
o use their 'fellow-men as .pawns and 


Self-governed nations . do not 
fill 


heir neighbor states with spies or set 
he course of Intrigue to 'bring about 
jpme critical 'posturo of affairs which 
vill give them, an opportunity to'strike; 
and make conquest. Such-designs-can 
)0 'successfully -worked only- under 
cover and where no one has'the'right 
;o ask questions'. 


Ciinnlngi/ contrived 'plans of decep- 


tion and aggression, carried, it:may be, 
'rom generation to generation, can be 
worked out and kept i torn, the light 
only within the privacy of courts or 
behind .'the carefully guarded' confi- 
dences' of a narrowband privileged 
class. 
They are 'happily, ,'impossible 


,vhere public opinion commands and 
Insists upon full Information concern- 
Ing all tho nation's affairs. 


A steadfast concert for peace can 


never be maintained except by a part- 
nership of democratc nations. No au- 
;ocratlc government could be trusted to 
keep faith .within It or observe its cov- 
enants. It must bo a league Of honor, 
partnership of; opinion. Intrigue would 
eat Its vitals away; the plottlngs 
of inner circles who could plan what 
they would and render account, to no 
ono would be a corruption seated at 
ts very door. • 


Only free peoples can hold their 


purpose and their honor steady to a 
common end and prefer tho Interests 
of mankind to any narrow Interest of 
their own. 


Does not every American feel that 


assurance has been added to Our 
hope' for the future peace of 
the 


world by the wonderful nnd hearten- 
ing things that have been happening 
within the last fowVeeks In Russia? 
Russia was known by those who knew 
it best to have been always In fact 
democratic at heart, In all the*vital 
habits of her thought, in all the Inti- 
mate relationships of her people that 
spoke their neutral instinct, their ha- 
bitual attitude toward life. 


Tho autocracy that crowned the 


summit of her political structure, long 
as it had stood and terrible as was tho 
reality of Its- power, was not in fact 
Russian In character, or purpose, and 
It now has been shaken off and the 
great, generous Russian people have 
risen In alt their naive majesty and 
might to the height of he forces that 
are fighting for freedom in the world, 
for Justice, and for peace.

SURVIVORS SAVED BY FRENCH 


Captain and Others In Small Boat 


Picked Up by Cattle Ship- 


Search is Being Made 


for Others. 


Washington, April 3.—French ad- 


miralty dispatches to the French em- 
bassy here announcing the sinking 
without warning of- the first armed 
American freighter, Aztec, by a Ger- 
man submarine, said apparently Lieut 
Fuller Graham and 12 American blue- 
jackets constituting the armed guard 
of the vessel, had been saved, but that 
11 of the crew were reported missing. 


Wasblngaon,' April 3.—Eleven of the 


crew of the armed American steamer 
Aztec torpedoed without warning off 
the French coast are missing, accord- 
ing to a dispatch received at the 
French embassy. No complete list of 
the survivors of the ship was con- 
taine<i in the dispatch, which was 
garbled In .transmission, nnd which 
mentioned two missing boats; after re- 
ferring to the 11 men missing. The 
dispatch as given out by the French 
embassy read: 


Gas Follows Explosion.

President's Plea for War. 


I advise that the congress de- 


clare the recent course of the 
Imperial German (jovernment to 
be In fact nothing leas than war 
agalntt tho government and peo- 
ple o^ the United States; that it 
formally accept the status of 
belligerent which has thus been 
thrust upon it and that It take 
Immediate steps not only to put 
the country in a more thorough 
state of defense, but also to ex- 
ert all its power and employ all 
its resources to bring the govern- 
ment of the German empire to 
terms and end the war.

' I have called tho congress Into ex- 
traordinary session because there are 
jeerlous, very serious, choices of policy 
to bo made, and made Immediately, 
•which It was neither right nor consti- 
tutionally permissible that T should us- 
curne the responsibility of making. 


1 On the 3d of February lust, I ofll- 
(clally laid before you the extraordi- 
nary announcement of the Imperial 
•German government that on and after 
[the first day of February It was Its 
purpose to put aside all restraints of 
law or of humanity and use Its sub- 
marines to sink every vessel that 
eought to approach cither the ports 
of Great Britain and Ireland or the 
•western coast of Kuropo, or any other 
iport controlled by the enqmlos of Ger- 
many within the Mediterranean. 
1 That had seemed to be tho object 
«f the genuine submarine warfare cur- 
lier In the war, but since April of last 
year the imperial 
government had 


somewhat restrained the commanders

•with Its promise then given to us that 
passenger boats should not bo sunk, 
end that due warning would bo given

Kvon 
hospital ships and ships carrying 
lief to the sorely bereaved and strick- 
en people of Belgium, though the lat- 
ter were 'provided with sufe-eo'nditct 
through the proscribed areas by the 
<3erman 'government Itself, and were 
distinguished by unmistakable marks 
of Identity, have been sunk with tho 
same reckless luck of compassion or 
principle. 


I was for n little while unablo to 


believe that such things would In fact 
be done by any government that had 
hitherto subscribed to tho humane 
practices of elvlll/cd nations. Interna- 
tional law had Us origin In the at- 
tempt to set up some law, which 
w(juld be respected and observed upon 
the seas, where no nation had right of 
dominion and where lay the free high- 
ways of the world.

of beauty and dexoted to his friend?. 
Lear's real "character and work have

this vicinity. Shell gathering is an ex- 
tensive industry at Fremont; on the 
Wolf river, near 'here, .most of the 
shells going to button factories at La 
Crosse.

Guy Hllbert, residing at Hubert's 


landing, where tlie Wolf empties into 
Lake Poygun, is one of the moat active 
dredgers for clam shells on these wa- 
ters, and he estimated that last sea- 
son from $60,000 to $80,000 worth of 
shells were shipped, from 'Fremont 
alone. 
A number of crews of men 


dredged last season, some'of them liftf- 
ing.from 200 to 450 pounds of shells a 
day.' These bring ?23 a ton delivered 
at Weyauwega. 


The shells on the Wolf river are 


heavier and tougher than those on the 
Fox, it is said, and hence .are more 
valuable. These can be made Into but- 
tons -having four thread-holes.' The 
softer Fox river shells are used.most- 
ly for buttons with two thread holes. 
A scow is used and this floats with the 
current in the dragging operations, It 
is said the' supply of clam shells will 
'last twenty years- at the present rate 
of consumption.

CALENDARS CLEARING UP 


"Senate and Assembly Has Made Rec- 


ord for 'Legislative Activity— 


Many BlUs are Heard. 


Madison—Tho latest bulletin, issued 


here shows that the legislature Is well 
up with its work, and that a record 
for three months has been established. 


In the senate,,of 497 bills introduced, 


139 have been passed, fifty-five killed 
nnd twelve withdrawn,-leaving 291 to 
be considered. Forty-eight joint reso- 
lutions have been introduced in the 
senate, of which twenty-five have been 
passed, nine killed and one withdrawn, 


The -senate has received 126 bills 


from the assembly, of which forty-five 
have been passed, two have been killed 
and seventy-nine remain to be consid- 
ered. 


Out of a total of 100 bills sent to the 


committee ou corporations, but three 
have not been scheduled for hearing, 
and all but nineteen have been re- 
'ported out. This record holds good, 
for all the senate committees. The 
joint ffinance committee has consid- 
ered all'1 but two of the senate bills. 


Of the 625 bills introduced in the as- 


sembly, 126 have been passed, 137 
have been, killed, thirteen have been 
withdrawn find 349 remain to be con- 
sidered. A l;otal of 1130 bills have been 
received from the senate, of which 
fifty-three have been passed, seven 
killed and seventy remain to be con- 
sidered. 
. 


In both houses a largo number of 


the bills remaining have been con- 
sidered by committees and have been 
recommended either for passage or 
Indefinite postponement, so that little 
time will be required to get them out 
of the way. The usual number of bills 
which remain in committees at the 
quest of the, authors, to save them 
from being killed, .will be brought in 
soon and this will clear up the calen- 
dars.

across -them, halting 'drivers of milk 
wagons and-spilling "the contents of 
the milk cans they we're hauling to 
the cream plants, members of the 
local branch of-the Chicago Milk Pro- 
ducers' association declared a strike 
against the Wisconsin Dairy Products 
company. 


Pickets were posted by the associa- 


tion members, and roads leading* into 
the city from all directions were 
blocked so that- the normal receipts 
of about 40,000 pounds vcere cut down 
to 500 or 600 pounds. 


The strike followed a massmeeting 


of the' members of the association 
here when it was decided to strike. 
Nonmembers were warned, it is said, 
not to attempt to deliver any milk to 
the factory. The cause of the strike 
is a disagreement over prices paid for 
milk here. The factory recently, post- 
ed a notice that effective on April 1 
prices would be ?2.00 per hundred. 
Members of the association demanded 
$2.40 per hundred pounds for April 
and an average price for the summer 
months of .$2.12. Factory officials de- 
clared that under present conditions, 
with the c/jndensl'ig machinery of the 
local plant only partly installed and a 
market only for milk for manufactur- 
ing purposes, they could not meet the 
demands, anJ offered to turn the 
building and equipment over to the 
farmers to operate until the new 
equipment is ready for use and a mar- 
ket for the evaporated milk found.

High-Priced Dressmakers Want 


Something, Different From 


That Sold in Shops. 


WARY IN ADOPTING. DESIGN 


Those Who Cater to Exclusive Set* 


Refuse to Accentuate Barrel Ef- 


fect—Short Jacket Has Settled 


Place in Fashions. 


New York.—There is a real struggle 


between, the barrel or pegtop skirt and 
the one that hangs plumb from waist 
to ankles. It is not necessary to indl- 
,cate that the lines are drawn between 
'the exclusive, high-priced dressmakers 
and the shops, in the battle to produce 
the most fashionable skirt. 
N 


' There is, ostensibly, a feeling among 
the women and men who cater to a fas- 
tidious and conservative clientele, that 
whatever the manufacturers have put 
out in large numbers should be avoided 
by them. This feeling Is not based on, 
any bitterness or rivalry between the 
two concerns; it is really a reflection 
on the patrons of these exclusive 
places. It is not possible for dress- 
makers who hold their heads high In 
prices to sell in bulk; tjtiey must make 
their .money from the individual, not 
from the mass, and there is a strong 
and growing feeling among the patrons 
of specialty plates that they will not 
wear the gowns which are seen in shop 
windows, and especially those which 
are manufactured by the hundreds and 
sold throughout the trade. These worn- 
en want French models^ or gowns that 
cannot be imitated and sold by .tb.e 
dozen for less than $50. 


When the barrel skirt was first ex- 


ploited on this side of the ocean, the 
semi-annual openings in Paris had not 
taken* place, and the majority of dress- 
makers insisted that they would not 
answer for the success of the peg-top 
or oval silhouette, as one chooses to 
call it, because It was not probable that 
Paris would show it later in the sea- 
son, and equally improbable that fas- 
tidious patrons would want to pay a 
large price for a style that bad been 
run to the ground through wholesale 
distribution. 


Theory Fell Flat. 


This argument was plausible and 


It Influenced those who handled the 
so-called barrel skirt; but this built- 
up theory proved to be a house of 
cards that -fell flat under the weight 
of the semi-annual Paris openings, 
where the peg-top skirt, or oval sil- 
houette, was featured in every prom- 
inent house. 


The flare wont out of hems as sud- 


denly as a llnsh of lightning leaves 
the sky. Circular skirts remained in 
fashion, but they were attenuated and 
simplified.

Joint Resolution Directs the President 


to Employ All the Resources of 


Country to Carry on Conflict 


Against Germany. 


Washington, April 3.—Immediately 


after the president left the capitol'the 
senate and house reconvened nnd an 
Identic joint resolution was,introduced 
in both houses, declaring the existence 
of a state of war, and directing the 
president to employ all the resources 
of the country to carry on war against 
*the Imperial German government and 
bring the conflict to a successful con- 
clusion. Because of the opposition to 
the measure by Senator Stone, chair- 
man of the foreign relations commit- 
tee, the resolution was introduced In 
the senate, by Senator Martin of %rir- 
ginin, the Democratic floor leader. Rep- 
resentative Flood, chairman of the for- 
eign affairs committee, introduced It in 
the house. 


The resolution follows: 
Joint resolution declaring that a 


state of war exists between the im- 
perial German government and the 
government and epople of the United 
States and making provision to prose- 
cute the same: 


"Whereas, The recent acts of the 


imperial German government are acts 
of war against the government nnd 
people of the United States. 


"Resolved, By the senate and house 


of representatives of the United States 
of America in congress assembled, that 
the state of war between tho United 
States and the imperial German gov- 
ernment which has thus been thrust 
upon the United States is hereby for- 
mally declared; and 


"That the president be, and Is here- 


by authorized nnd directed to take im- 
mediate steps not only to put the coun- 
try In a thorough state of defense, but 
also to exert all of its power and 
employ all of its resources to carry on 
war against the imperial German gov- 
ernment and to bring the conflict to a 
successful termination."

tlest heart la tho world, n groat lover 
of beauty and devoted to his frlendS. 
Lear's real character nnd work have 
been described In St, Nicholas, by 1111- 
degardo Hawthorne,

work WHS in general so serious, to 
the cud of his life in 1888, Miss Haw- 
thorne says, he continued to write his 
ridiculous versos and make his funny 
sketches in letters to his friends.

Oshkosh—A movement Is under way 


here to establish a plant to mauufac 
ture pearl buttons from clam shells 
taken from the Wolf and Fox Rivers in 
this vicinity. Shell gathering IB an ex 
tensive industry at Fremont, on the 
Wolf liver, near heio, most of the 
shells going to button factories at La 
Croase, 


Guy Hllbart, residing at Hubert's 


landing, whore the Wolf empties into 
Lake Poygun, is one of the moat active 
dredgers for clam shells on these wa- 
tera, and he estimated that last sea- 
son from $60,000 to $80,000 worth of 
shells weie shipped, from Fremont 
alone. 
A number of crews of men 


dredged last season, some "of them lift?- 
ing from 200 to 450 pounds of shells a 
day.' These bring $23 a ton delivered 
at Weyauwega 


The shells on the Wolf river are 


heavier and tougher than those on the 
Fox, it is said, and hence are more 
valuable. These can be made into but- 
tons having four thread-holes.' Tho 
softer Fox river shells are used most- 
ly for buttons with two thread holes. 
A scow Is used and this floats with the 
current in the dragging operations, It 
is said the supply of clam shells will 
last twenty years at the piesc.it rate 
of consumption.

CALENDARS CLEARING UP 


Senate and Assembly Has Made Rec 


ord for Legislative Activity— 


Many Bills are Heard. 


Madison—The latest bulletin, Issued 


here shows that the legislature is well 
up with its work, and that a record 
for three months has been established. 


Jn the .senate, ot 497 bills mtioduced, 


139 have been passed, llfty-five killed 
and twelve withdrawn, leaving 291 to 
bo considered. Forty-eight Joint reso- 
lulions have been Introduced in tho 
simile, of which twenty-live have been 
passed, nine killed and one withdrawn, 


Tho senate has received 12fi bills 


from the assembly, of \\hlch forty-five 
have bern passed, two have been killed 
and aevL'iity-nlno remain to be. consid- 
ered 


Out oC a total of 100 bills sent to the 


committee on corporations, but three 
have not been scheduled Cor hearing, 
and all but nineteen have been re- 
ported out. 
This record holds good 


for all the senate committees. 
The 


Joint fiflminco committee has consid- 
ered all but two of the senate bills 


Of the 625 bills introduced in tho as- 


sembly, 126 have been passed, 137 
have been killed, thirteen have been 
•withdrawn nnd 319 remain to be con- 
sidered. A lotal of 130 bills have been 
received from the senate, of which 
fifty-throe have been passed, seven 
killed and seventy remain to bo con- 
sidered, 


In both houses a laigo number of 


tho bills remaining have been con- 
sidered by committees and have been 
recommended either for passage or 
Indefinite postponement, so that little 
time will be required to get them out 
of tho way. The usual number of bills 
which remain in committees at the 
quest of the i authors, to save them 
from being killed, will be brought in 
soon and this will clear up the calen- 
dars.

Measure Provides for 
Vote at the 


April Election In 1918f^-F!nal 


Count Is 56 to 37. 


Madison—With tho wets lighting to 


tho last roll call, the statewide pro- 
hibition bill, which orders a referen- 
dum at which the people of the stute 
may forbid the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in Wisconsin except by physi- 
cians' prescriptions, was passed by the 
assembly. The bill provides for a vote 
at tho April election in 1918. 
If 


passed it would become operative July 
1, 1920.* 


The drys gained d few votes on the 


final action on the bill, the vote being 
56 to 37. Six members were absent 
or paired. 


Tho bill now goes to the senate, and 


will come up there early in April, 
probably aftei" the upper house 'set- 
tles down to business when election 
Is over. It will appear on the calendar 
for concurrence or rejection during 
the week of April 10,

Tho debate was confined to the wet 


side of tho question, several hours 
being allowed for tho members to ex- 
press their sentiments before Mr.

When the bill came up Mr. Feldhau-

FARMERS HALT MILK SUPPLY 


Block Roads at Stoughto'n and Spill 


Contents of Wagons When De- 


mands Are Refused. 


Stoughton — Blockading the roads 


with wagons and with ropes stretched 
across -them, halting drivers of milk 
wagons and spilling the contents of 
the milk cans they were hauling to 
the cream plants, members of the 
local branch of the Chicago Milk Pro- 
ducers' association declared a strike 
against the Wisconsin Dairy Products 
company. 


Pickets woie posted by the associa- 


tion members, and roads leading' into 
the 
city from 
all directions were 


blocked so that the noimal receipts 
of about 40,000 pounds w,eie cut down 
to 500 or 600 pounds. 


The strike followed a massmpellng 


of the members of the association 
hero when it was decided to btitke. 
Nonmcmbers wore wained, it is said, 
not to attempt to deliver ,my milk to 
tho factory. 
The cause of the strike 


In a disagreement over prices paid for 
milk here. The factory recently post- 
ed a notice that effective on April 1 
prices would bo $2 00 per hundred. 
Members ot the association demanded 
$2.10 per bundled pounds for April 
and an average price for the summer 
months of $212. Factory otllciuls de- 
clared that under present conditions, 
with the qondcnsJ'ig machinery of the 
local plant only partly installed and a 
market only for milk for manufactur- 
ing purposes, they could not meet the 
demands, and offered 
to turn the 


building ami equipment over to the 
farmers to operate until the new 
equipment is ready for use and a mar- 
ket for '.he evaporated milk found. 
This proposition was refused and the 
strike declared.

New York.—There Is a real struggle 


between the barrel or pcgtop skirt and 
the one that hangs plumb from waist 
to ankles. It Is not necessary to Indl- 
,cate that the lines are drawn between 
the exclusive, high-priced dressmakers 
und the shops, In the battle to produce 
the most fashionable skirt. 
' There is, ostensibly, a feeling among 
the women und men who cater to a fas- 
tidious and conservative clientele, that 
whatever the manufacturers have put 
out in large numbers should be avoided 
by them. This feeling Is not based on 
any bitterness or rivalry between the 
two concerns; It is really a reflection 
on the patrons of these exclusive 
places. It Is not possible for dress- 
makers who hold their heads high In 
prices to sell In bulk; they must make 
their money from tho individual, not 
trom the mnss, and there Is a strong 
and growing feeling among the patrons 
of specialty plates that they will not 
wear the gowns which are seen In shop 
windows, and especially those which 
are manufactured by the hundreds and 
sold throughout the trade. These wom- 
en want French models, or gowns that 
eannot be imltiitcd and sold by the 
dozen for less than $00. 


When tho barrel skirt was first ex- 


ploited on this side of the ocean, the 
semi-annual openings in Paris had not 
taken-place, and the majority of dress- 
makers Insisted that they would not 
answer for the success of the peg-top 
or oval silhouette, ns one chooses to 
call It, bemuse It wns not probable that 
Paris would show It later in the sea- 
son, nnd equally Improbable that fas- 
tidious patrons would want to pay a 
large price for a style that had been 
run to the ground through wholesale 
distribution. 


Theory Fell Flat. 


This argument wns plausible nnd 


It Influenced those who handled tho 
so-called barrel skirt; but this built- 
up theory proved to be a house of 
cards that fell flat under the u eight 
of the semi-annual Paris openings, 
where tho peg-top skirt, or oval sil- 
houette, was featured in every prom- 
inent house.

Directions for the use of formalin 


or formaldehyde in the treatment of 
cabbago seed have boeu prepared by 
it. K. Vaughan, plant disease special- 
ist, College of Agriculture, Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. 
Tako 1 ounce of strong (40 per 


cent) solution and mix in two gallons 
of water in any ordinary tub or pail. 
Thou take!the seed to bo treated and 
put it .loosely In a cloth sack which 
should bo tied up and placed in tho 
diluted .solution of formalin for 20 
iniiuil.es. The seed should bo stirred 
around in tho solution so as to make 
Hiiro that all tho seeds are entirely 
wot."When the 20 minutes are over 
iinso the seed in clear water to re- 
move the formaldehyde and dry at 
once by spreading on clean papers, 
canvas or floor. 
After drying the 


seed is ready to bo put in the seeder 
or when thoroly dry can be stored 
t'or future use." 


Mr. Vaughan gives these few cau- 


tions: 
"Uon't freeze the wel seed. 
"Don't return the treated seed to 


the original packages, 
because 
of 


danger of re-infection. 


Don't leave tho seed in the solu- 


tion more than 20 minutes. 


Don't make the 
solution 
too 


strong, an over treatment injures the- 
vitality of tho seed. 
'Don't forget that seed treatment 


cannot eliminate tho diseases which 
may come from infected soLl, neigh- 
boring fields, or from farm machin- 
ery, tramping feet, or insects."

When he first discovered that he had 
the disease,' it seemed to him that 
days spent in the open, working as 
his strength permitted at the lighter 
tasks of truck farming, furnished as 
ideal a way of taking the fresh air 
treatment. He did the best he knew 
how but he grew steadily weaker un- 
til death seemed sure to come within 
a short time. 
Then, on his physician's urgent ad- 


vice, he went to the sanatorium. He 
has been there one month, in bed all 
the time. Supervised rest and med- 
ical care in a room flooded with fresh 
air even in tiie below zero weather 
have worked wonders. Last week he 
gained 
five pounds and his voice, 


which he had lost entirely is coming 
back. 
And with it is coming hope 


and the determination to live. 


Indirectly at least, 
this 
young 


farmer owes his life to a woman 
whom he has never seen and who has 
no knowledge of his existence or of 
the fight that lie is making In the 
sanatorium, 
She was interested in 


a young married woman, the daugh- 
ter of one of lier husband's employes. 
Thru what she had learned in the 
general 
educational campaign 
on 


tuberculosis, she believed the young 
woman to be infected and she sought 
the 
aid 
of a visiting nurse. 
The 


nurse called on the 
sick 
woman, 


found her in an advanced stage of 
the disease and finally persuaded Her 
to go to the sanatorium. 
After sev- 


eral months the young woman was 
discharged as an arrested case. When 
she walked into her physician's of- 
fice, looking the picture of health, 
he literally threw up his hands in 
amazement. It was this same village 
doctor to whom the young farmer 
came a few days later and'who, deep- 
ly impressed by the apparently im- 
possible recovery made by his woman 
patient, induced the farmer to take 
the same treatment. 
Thus does the 


healing influence of a sanatorium in 
a community spread.

A Masonic home to cost between 


$75,000 and• $100,000 and to be built 
on their farm near Dousm-an is a pro- 
ject that is being promoted by tbe 
Masons of this state. , Tbe plans are 
now in the hands of 4'committee and 
will bo presented to'1 the grand lodge 
meeting in June for approval. 


This undertaking is the outgrowth 


of a gift of a 319-acre'farm made by 
Wiiilard VanBrunt, retired capitalist 
ami former 1-loricon manufacturer. 
Tho.farm adjoins the village of Dous- 
mau on the north side, and is supplied 
with, buildings which include a brick 
residence, where as many aged Ma- 
sons and their wives now live as it is 
possible to accommodate. 
Mr. Van 


Brunt gave the farm to the Wisconsin 
consistory, which developed it as far 
us was practicable. After a few years 
it was -found that much more room 
was needed, and it'was decided thai 
the grand lodge was the proper body 
to have charge of it. 


Mr. VanBrunt offered the grand 


lodge $200,000 provided it would take 
the propony over and convert It into 
a home for needy Masons, their wid- 
ows and orphans, and create a main- 
tenance fund by an assessment of 50 
cents on each Wisconsin member- of 
tliR order per annum. The matter was 
under consideration for a time, and 
following the adjustment of some le- 
gal 
difliculties, the agreement was 


made. Last June the farm was trans- 
ferred to (.he grand lodge. The value 
of the property is in the neighborhood 
of $JOO,000, and in addition Mr. Van 
Brunt turned over $200,000 in gilt- 
edged reaili estate securities.

?vhithcson, Janesville, as chairman; 
Mr. VanBrunt, C. C. Rogers, Milwau- 
kee; H. XV. Sawyer, Hartford; Robert 
B. Lang, Racine; Judge Aldro Jenks, 
Dodgeville; David Harlowe, Milwau- 
kee; H. N. Lallin, Milwaukee, and 
William Currio, Milwaukee, was nam- 
ed to undertake its management and 
super"'0'1 ''•" extensions that were 
needed. 
This committee named Mr. 


VanBrunt, Mr. Matheson and Mr. 
'Marlowe, as a sub-committee on plans 
for the new home. 


Two of the members, Messrs. Ma- 


theson and Harlowe, inspected Ma- 
sonic homes in Ohio, Indiana, Tenn- 
essee and Alabama in October, and 
made 
recommendations following 


their return. They employed A. D. 
Koch, a Milwaukee architec', who is 
preparing plans under direction of 
Liu: committee. Whatever is done will 
bo dune only on sanction of the grand 
lodge at its meeting in June, but it is 
expected that a building will be erect- 
ed with parlors, reception rooms, as- 
sembly room, chapel, dining room, 
kitchen, sleeping apartments and a 
heating plant, to accommodate from 
(ifiy to sixty aged Masons and widows 
of Masons, and other adult depend- 
ents. 
It is hoped that in time ar- 


rangements can be made for the care 
of needy children, but. this could not 
be undertaken at this time. 
Plans 


will be made for other buildings, 
such as a hospital, power plant and 
cottages, to be erected as money is 
found to do the work.

tie Humorist, Was Also Famed 


as a Painter! 


Most of us when we.thlnk. of Edward 


Lear think vaguely of someone who 
wrote delectable rhymes of nonsense 
and fun, a man who made queer pic- 
tures of impossible creatures to go 
with his rhymes, who compiled a weird 
natural history and botany _ all 
his 


own, 
and spent his life making odd 


jokes. 
We have sung, or heard someone 


else sing, his "Owl" and the Pussy 
Out"—and—and—well, 
that's about 


all.But Edward Lear's nonsense books 
were the very smallest part of the 
work of a long and busy life, and his 
real labor was that of a painter rather 
than a writer. - 


More than what he. did, even, was 


what he was—a lovable and charming 
man, adored by children, with the gen- 
tlest heart in the world, a great lover 
of beauty and demoted to his friends. 
Lear's real character and work have 
been described In St. Nicholas, by.Hil- 
degarde Hawthorne. 
Though Leur's 


work was in general so serious, to 
the end of his life in lSS8,.Miss Haw- 
thorne says, he continued to write his 
ridiculous verses and make his funny 
sketches in letters to his friends.

CLAM SHELLS WILL BE USED 


Dredging in Wolf and Fox Rivers'Said 


to 
Have Become Big Indus- 
try — Pearls Are Often 


Found. 


Oshkosh—A movement is under way 


here to:establish a plant to manufac- 
ture pearl buttons from clam shells 
taken from the Wolf and Fox Rivers in 
this vicinity. Shell gathering is an ex- 
tensive industry at Fremont, on the 
Wolf river, near here, most of the 
shells going to button factories at La. 
Crosse. 


Guy Hilbert, residing at Hilbert's 


landing, where the Wolf empties Into 
Lake Poygun, is one of the most active 
dredgers for clam shells on these wa- 
ters, and he estimated that last sea- 
son from $60,000 to $80,000 worth of 
shells were shipped, from 'Fremont 
alone. A number of crews of men 
dredged last season, some "of them lift- 
ing from 200 to 450 pounds of shells a. 
day.' These bring $23 a ton delivered 
at Weyauwega. 


The shells on the Wolf river are 


heavier and tougher than those on the 
Fox, it is said, and hence are more 
valuable- These can be made into but- 
tons -having four thread-holes.' The 
softer Fox river shells are used most- 
ly for buttons with two thread holes 
A scow is used and this floats with the 
current in the dragging operations. It 
is said the supply of clam shells will 
last twenty years- at the present rate 
of consumption. 


Once in a while a pearl is found that 


can be disposed 
of. to the jewelry 


trade, although clam pearls are not as 
valuable as oyster pearls.- 


CALENDARS CLEARING UP 


Senate and Assembly Has Made Rec- 


ord for Legislative Activity— 


Many Bills are Heard. 


Madison—The latest bulletin, issued 


here shows that the legislature is well 
up with its work, and that a record 
for three months has been established. 


In the senate, of 497 bills introduced, 


139 have been passed, fifty-five killed 
and twelve withdrawn, leaving 291 to 
be considered. Forty-eight joint reso- 
lutions have been introduced in the 
senate, of which twenty-five have been 
passed, nine killed and one withdrawn. 


The senate has received 126 bills 


from the assembly, of which forty-five 
have been passed, two have been killed 
and seventy-nine remain to be consid- 
ered. 


Out of a total of 100 bills sent to the 


committee on corporations, but three 
have not been scheduled for hearing, 
and all but nineteen have been re- 
'ported out. 
This record holds good 


for all the senate committees. 
The 


joint SKnance committee has consid- 
ered all but two of the senate bills. 


Of the 625 bills introduced in the as- 


sembly, 126 have been passed, 137 
have been killed, thirteen have been 
•withdrawn and 349 remain to be con- 
sidered. A total of 130 bills have been 
received from the senate, of which 
fifty-three have been passed, seven 
killed and seventy remain to be con- 
sidered. 
In both houses a large number of 


the bills remaining have been con- 
sidered by committees and have been 
recommended either for passage or 
Indefinite postponement, so that little 
time will be required to get them out 
of the way. The usual number of bills 
which remain in committees at the 
quest of the authors, to save them 
from being killed, will be brought in 
soon and this will clear up the calen- 
dars.

REFERENDUM TO SENATE. 


Measure Provides for -Vote at the 


April Election in 1918—Final 


Count Is 56 to 37. 


Madison—With the wets fighting to 


the last roll call, the statewide pro- 
hibition bill, which orders a. referen- 
dum at which the people of the state 
may forbid the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in Wisconsin except by physi- 
cians' prescriptions; was passed by the 
assembly. The bill provides for a vote 
at the April election in 1918. 
If 


jiassed it would become operative July 
1, 1920.. 
The drys gained a few votes on the 


final action on the bill, the vote being 
56 to 37. Six members were absent 
or paired. 


The bill now goes to the senate, and 


will come up there early in April, 
probably after* the upper house "set- 
tles down to business when election 
is over. It will appear on the calendar 
for concurrence or rejection during 
the week of April 10. 


The debate was confined to the wet 


side of the question, several hours 
being allowed for the members to ex- 
press their sentiments before Mr. 
Spoor moved t£.e previous question. 


When the bill came up Mr. Feldhau- 


sen moved that It be sent back to 
the committee on excise and fees, for 
purposes of amendment. 
Mr. Evjue 


asked the nature of the amendment, 
but Mr. Feldhausen declined to go Into 
that. The motion was lost, 53 to 44. 


The wets gained two votes on the 


next move, a motion by Mr. Poole that 
the bill be laid on the table until after 
election. It was lost, 51 to 44. 


Mr. Hart then moved that the bill be 


indefinitely postponed^ which opened 
the debate. 


FARMERS HALT MILK SUPPLY 


Block Roads at Stoughto'n and Spill 


Contents of Wagons When De- 


mands Are Refused. 


Stoughton — Blockading the roads 


with wagons an* with ropes stretched 
across -them, halting drivers of milk 
wagons and -spilling the contents of 
the milk cans they were hauling to 
the cream plants, members of the 
local branch of the Chicago Milk Pro- 
ducers' association declared a strike 
against the Wisconsin Dairy Products 
company. 
Pickets we^e posted by the associa- 


tion members, and roads leading- into 
the city from all directions were 
blocked so that the normal receipts 
of about 40,000 pounds vjere cut down 
to 500 or 600 pounds. 


The strike followed a massmeeting 


of the members of the association 
here when it was decided to strike. 
Xonmembers were warned, it is said, 
not to attempt to deliver any milk to 
the factory. The cause of the strike 
is a disagreement over prices paid for 
milk here. The factor}' recently post- 
ed a notice that effective on April 1 
prices would be ?2.00 per hundred. 
Members o£ the association demanded 
$2.40 per hundred pounds for April 
and an average price for the summer 
months of .$2.12. Factory officials de- 
clared that under present conditions, 
with the cpndensiig machinery of the 
local plant only partly installed and a 
market only for milk for manufactur- 
ing purposes, they could not meet the 
demands, anJ offered to turn the 
building and equipment over to the 
farmers to operate until the new 
equipment is ready for use and a mar- 
ket for '.he evaporated milk found. 
This proposition was refused and the 
strike declared.

Madison—Assemblyman H. J. Grell 


of Johnson Creek presented his argu- 
ments in favor of a bill legalizing the 
sale of and manufacture of skim milk 
cheeses before the assembly commit- 
tee on agriculture. He said the Wis- 
consin law permitted the manufacture 
of these cheeses in small sizes at the 
present time, but he thought this bill 
should be passed which would permit 
the manufacture of larger cheeses. 


"It is fallacy- to oppose the manu- 


facture of a .'iood product like this," 
declared Assemblyman Grell. He read 
statistics showing the food value of 
these cheeses and said it would be an 
aid to the poor people to allow this 
manufacture. 


John Luschinger, Monroe, spoke in 


favor of the bill. He said there was 
a. regular market for these cheeses in 
New York. He declared we ought to 
make use of the skim milk, by manu- 
facturing it into a. food product, es- 
pecially now that milk is so high. 


George H. Davis, Plymouth, opposed 


the passage of the bill. He reviewed 
the history of the sale of cheese from 
Wisconsin.' He told how this market 
was formerly held by the state of 
New York and how Wisconsin had 
gradually obtained a foothold in the 
east because of the superior product 
offered for sale. 
He feared great 


competition in the west in the near 
future. 


WANTS UNIVERSAL TRAINING 


Assemblyman Donnelly Has Resolu- 


tion Which He Will Submit to 


Lawmakers at Madison. 


Madison—The senate of Illinois has 


adopted a resolution indorsing the 
principal of universal military train- 
ing, and Assemblyman John P. Don- 
nelly, Milwaukee, knows of no reason | 
why Illinois or any other state has | 
any jump on Wisconsin over patriot- ' 
ism. 
He has prepared a similar resolu- 


tion for introduction in the assembly, 
and by its terms the legislature will 
be given opportunity to indorse the 
very thing President Wilson is expect- 
ed to recommend to congress. 


Following is the text of the resolu- 


tion Donnelly intends to introduce: 


"That-the general assembly of the 


state of Wisconsin is in accord with, 
and favors tho principle of universal 
military training and requests our 
senators and representatives in con- 
gress to employ every effort to secure 
the enactment by congress of a law 
establishing in the United States of 
America a system of universal and 
compulsory military training, and that 
copies of this resolution be transmit- 
ted to our senators and representa- 
tives in congress." 


WARY IN ADOPTING DESIGN 


Those Who Cater to Exclusive Set« 


Refuse to Accentuate Barrel Ef- 


fect—Short Jacket Has Settled 


Place in Fashions. 


New York.—There Is a real struggle 


between the barrel or pegtop skirt and 
the one that hangs plumb from waist 
to ankles. It is not necessary to Indi- 
cate that the lines are drawn between 
the exclusive, high-priced dressmakers 
and the shops, In the battle to produce 
the most fashionable skirt. 
' There Is, ostensibly, a feeling among 
the women and men who cater to a fas- 
tidious and conservative clientele, that 
whatever the manufacturers have put 
out In large numbers should be avoided 
by them. This feeling is not based on 
any bitterness or rivalry between the 
two concerns; it Is really a reflection 
on the patrons of these exclusive 
places. 
It Is not possible for dress- 


makers who hold their heads high In 
prices to sell In bulk; they must make 
their money from the Individual, not 
from the mass, and there Is a strong 
and growing feeling among the patrons 
of specialty plates that they will not 
wear the gowns which are seen in shop 
windows, and especially those which 
are manufactured by the hundreds and 
sold throughout the trade. These wom- 
en want French models or gowns that 
cannot be imitated and sold by the 
dozen for less than $50. 


When the barrel skirt was first ex- 


ploited on this side of the ocean, the 
semi-annual openings in Paris had not 
taken- place, and the majority of dress- 
makers Insisted that they would not 
answer for the success of the peg-top 
or oval silhouette, as one chooses to 
call It, because It was not probable that 
Paris would show it later in the sea- 
son, 
and equally Improbable that fas- 


tidious patrons would want to pay a 
large price for a style that had been 
run to the ground through wholesale 
distribution. 


Theory Fell Flat. 


This argument was plausible and 


it influenced those who handled the 
so-called barrel skirt; but this built- 
up theory proved to be a house of 
cards that fell flat under the weight 
of the semi-annual Paris openings, 
where the pep-top skirt, or oval sil- 
houette, was featured in every prom- 
inent house. 


The flare went out of hems as sud- 


donly as a flash of lightning leaves 
the sky. 
Circular skirts remained in 


fashion, but they wore attenuated and 
simplified. 
The hems dropped down 


from one to four inches, and 
the 


straight line of machine pleating came 
into fashion. The French gowns all 
displayed a tendency to be held in at 
the hem in some manner, and the

morning's papers that the activities 
of the Belgium Relief work might 
be interferred with by the present 
complications, Mr, W. L. Honnold, di- 
rector in America of'the Relief Com- 
mission, stated today that irrespect- 
ive of the outlook, the Commission is 
poaitive that the work will go on; in 
fact, it cannot be stopped, for to do 
so would mean the 
starvation 
of 


10,000,000 helpless people. 


The commission aJso stated that 


each and every boat that sails is fully 
covered by marine insurance, so that 
the monetary loss is fully protected, 
and they 'feel sure that the American 
people will Jn no way allow 
the 


present disturbance t olnterfere with 
their contributions. At no time since 
the inception of the commission has 
the need been as urgen.t as now. 


The real position, so tar as now de- 


termined, is that altlio our Provin- 
cial representatives within Belgium 
will be gradually replaced by Dutch- 
men and, perhaps, other neutrals, the 
control will' remain in the hands of 
our American director in Brussels. 


As a matter of fact, the Germans 


are anxious and have asked that an 
American director remain in charge 
and have given guarantees as to his 
safety and withdrawal when he may 
desire. 


The reason for replacing our Pro- 


vincial representatives arises out of 
considerations as to military precau- 
tion on the part of the Germans, to 
v,hich we, as a neutral organization, 
cannot too strongly object. 


In the resulting position, as we 


now see it, we shall continue to exer- 
cise general direction within both 
Belgium an dnorthern France, and of 
course, all the external activities of 
the commission, including matters 
of benevolence, financing, purchasing, 
transportation and delivery, will re- 
main absolutely in our hands as be- 
fore. 


In such circumstances it would be 


regrettable if the public shoulr get 
an impression that our service is to 
be curtailed to a material extent. We 
certainly do not view the situation in 
this light. The obligation on Amer- 
ica's part to support this work never 
was greater.

special warning lo the people.

electric devices, such 
as 
pressing 


irons, curling irons, toasters, electric 
pads, plate warmers, etc., are found 
in almost every community. If they 
were used with proper care the dan- 
ger-would be negligible, but, unfor- 
tunately, a proportion of (heir users 
do not realize the peril of leaving 
them in circuit when not in use. In 
such cases those devices tend to be- 
come overheated, whereupon they 
are likely to set lire to anything com- 
bustible with which they are in con- 
tact. It is estimated that 00,000 fires 
have originated this past year from 
this new form of carelessness. Fires 
of ihis class furnish a special peri! 
to life, being most frequent in dwell- 
ings, and often break out at night.

mitting to them the last payment on 
his mortgage, decided to give them the 
history of- his experience, on a Mani- 
toba farm. It was that of many anoth- 
er farmer, and for the benefit of those 
who contemplate a change the liberty 
ts taken of reproducing It. 


"I will give you here a brief sum- 


mary of my experience since coming 
here six years -ago. I was n new hand 
at farming, my trade being meat-cut- 
ting and butchering. My capital was 
$400,* which was a first payment on 
my quarter section (160 acres). Most 
of my stock, harpess, Implements, etc., 
were bought at sales, all "on time," 
necessarily. The buildings on the place 
were about as good as nothing and had 


• either to be rebuilt or replaced entirely. 


There wore 26 acres broken, and very 
badly farmed, bringing poor returns 
the first year." 
After mentioning a 


number of mischances, he says: "In 
spite of all these drawbacks, I havo 
done well. 'I consider my farm worth 
58,500 to $4,000, I have four head of 
horses, 12 of cattle, over 400 purebred 
Buff Orpington chickens rtnd 125 tur- 
keys, besides implements, harness, etc., 
tQ run my place. I have a well 170 
feet deep with an inexhaustible supply 
of water. 
Tho well with pump cost 


me $400. I have built a $125 chicken 
house and put up nearly $50 worth of 
poultry fencing; have built root cellars 
to hold over 3,000 bushels of potatoes 
and other vegetables. As to income, I 
raise about ten acres of garden and 
roots annually which net from "$000 to 
$1,000 total. 
I generally sell from 


20 to 40 tons timothy -hay which brings 
from $0 to $14 per ton. My grain Is 
most all used on the farm except a 
few hundred bushels sold to the neigh- 
bors for seed. My four milk cows bring 
in from $50 to $80 each (counting calf). 
Last year 80 hens laid GOO dozen eggs 
which averaged moro than 25 cents a 
dozen (I always work for winter egg 
production). The surplus hens were 
sold in spring, dressed at $1 each. My 
turkeys average $2.50 each in fall,. By 
having vegetables to feed ray young 
cattle, the two-year-old steers bring 
$75 each in spring."—Advertisement.

cabbage seed with formalin solution 
this season, as ji means of checking 
serious damage to theii' crops from 
black rot and black leg diseases. 
The disinfection of cabbage seed is 


equally as important as seed treat- 
ment for grain smut and potato scab, 
a common practice on many Wiscon- 
sin farms, and known to give big re- 
turns on the time and money so in- 
vested. 
Directions for the use of formalin 


or formaldehyde in the treatment of 
cabbasjo seed have been prepared by 
II K Vaughan, plant disease special- 
ist, 
College of Agriculture, 
Univer- 


sity OL Wisconsin. 
"Take 1 ounce of strong (40 per 


cent) solution and mix in two gallons 
of water in any ordinary tub or pail. 
Then take1 the seed to be treated and 
put it Jooscly in a cloth sack which 
should be tied up and placed m the 
diluted solution oZ formalin for 20 
minutes. The seed should be stirred 
around in the solution so as to make 
sure that all the seeds are entirely 
wet."When the 20 minutes are over 
linse the seed in clear water to re- 
nio\v the formaldehyde unii dry at 
once by spreading on clean papers, 
cp.nvas or floor.

ical care in a room flooded with fresh 
air even in the below zero weather 
have worked wonders. Last week he 
gained 
five pounds and his voice, 


which he had lost entirely is coming 
back. 
And with it is coming hope 
"nd the determination to live. 
Indirectly at least, 
this 
young 


farmer owes his life to a woman 
whom he has never seen and who has 
no knowledge of his existence or of 
the fight that he is making m the 
sanatorium. 
She was interested in 
a young married woman, the daugh- 
ter of one of her husband's employes. 
Thru what she had learned in the 
general 
educational 
campaign on 


tuberculosis, she believed the young 
woman to be infected and she sought 
the 
aid 
of a visiting nurse. 
The 


nurse called on the 
sick 
woman, 


found her in an advanced stage of 
the disease and finally persuaded her 
to go to the sanatorium. 
After sev- 
eral months the young woman was 
discharged as an arrested case. When 
she walked into her physician's of- 
fice, looking the picture of health, 
he literally threw up his hands m 
amazement. It w>as this same village 
doctor to whom the young farmer 
came a few days later and who, deep- 
ly impressed by the apparently im- 
possible recovery made by his woman 
patient, induced the farmer to take 
the same treatment. Thus does the 
healing influence of a sanatorium in 
a community spread.

ive of the outlook, the Commission is 
positive that the work will go on; in 
fact, it cannot be stopped, for to do 
so would mean the 
starvation 
of 


10,000,000 helpless people. 
The commission also stated that 


each and every boat that sails is fully 
covered by marine insurance, so that 
the monetary loss is fully protected, 
and they feel sure that the American 
people will -in no way allow the 
present disturbance t ointerfere with 
their contributions. At no time since 
liie inception of the commission has 
the need been as urgent as now. 


The real position, so far as now de- 


termined, is that altho our Provin- 
cial representatives within Belgium 
will be gradually replaced by Dutch- 
men and, perhaps, other neutrals, the 
control will remain in the hands of 
our American director in Brussels. 


As a matter of fact, the Germans 


are anxious and have asked that an 
American director remain in charge 
and have given guarantees as to his 
safety and withdrawal when he may 
desire. 
The reason for replacing our Pro- 


vincial representatives arises out of 
considerations as to military precau- 
tion on the part of the Germans, to 
v.hich we, as a neutral organization, 
cannot too strongly object.

man Catholic and Protestant Kplscopal churches, 
Wearing or carrying tho bits of palm, green 
branches or willow blips which havo been 'dis- 
tributed by thu priests. 


In this country palm is almost always used 


for this purpoKO, hut In some countries, where 
this leaf Is not available, Us place Is tikken by blls 
of native green. 
Box and yew also have been 


used from time to tlmo as a symbol of Palm Sun- 
day. 
Uenerally the greater part of thu palm Is 


distributed In Ihe form of little crosses, tills be- 
ing 8» especially In the ease of Ihe men worship- 
ers. 
Tho women receive crosses or large or 


small branches, according to the fashion ot differ- 
ent parishes.

Rome In Holy Week. 


In Hie years before tho war the Holy week 


service." at Home drew thousands of persons from 
all parts of thu world to that city. These cere- 
monies begin with the beautiful Palm Sunday 
procession at St. Peter's. 
In all Uoman Catholic 


churches everywhere iho Palm Sunday procession, 
In \\hlch palms are carried in Imitation of the 
first Palm Sunday procession, Is n stately and pic- 
turesque spectacle. In the churches under the care 
of tho religious orders, such as the Society of 
Jesus, the services of Holy week, including 'those 
of Palm Sunday, are usually very beautiful arid 
elaborate. "Maundy Thursday,'.' the good old Eng- 
lish name for Holy Thursday, was so called from 
the French "mantle," from the Latin "mamlatum" 
—In allusion to Christ's words spoken at the Last 
Supper, "A new commandment I give unto .you, 
that ye love one another." In commemoration of 
Christ's act of humanity In washing*the feet of 
his dlselples on the occasion of the Last Supper 
one ol! the most Important ceremonies of the day, 
since tlio early middle'ages, has buen tho washing 
o£ the feet of 12 or more poor, persons by sumo 
<ae of higher worldly standing than themselves, 


In the very early church this ceremony Is not 


known to Have existed, hut from the fourth cen- 
tury It became yearly more popular. Finally tho 
rite came to be performed by the pope, all Catholic 
sovereigns, prelates, priests and nobles. At Pur- " 
ham cathedral until (he sixteenth century every 
charity hoy had a monk to wash his feet, When 
Queen KUnabel'li was thlity-nlne years old she per- 
formed this ceremony for 1(0 poor men and women 
at her palace of Greenwich, It being theil the cus- 
tom for the sovereign to wash the feet of as many 
persons as she was ypnrs old. 


Emperor and Beggar. 


On this occasion, history recites, the foet of the 


honored beggars were llrst washed by the yeoman 
of the laundry? Afterward the suhalmoner washed 
them and then the queen herself, kneeling, after 
washing each foot, made the sign of the cross 
upon It nivl kissed it. 


In Continental countries this practice Is still 


kept up. The lato emperor of Austria never failed 
to carry out the rite. 


Tho' devotees of the Greek church also use this 


ceremony at Moscow, I'etrogrud and Constanti- 
nople. 


The day of the Passion, flood Friday In Eng- 


lish, supposedly from "God's Friday," Is the most 
solemn day of the year In the church. From the 
beginning to the end of the three hours' service 
which commemorates Christ's agony upon the 
cross there is no lifting of the deep gloom char- 
ncteristlc of the occasion.

Christian orn were not In reality thc-se of'today, 
because they bore no cross. In very early times
